A. W. LEVY APPOINTED RECEIVER TO 
TAKE CHARGE OF THEIE AFFAIRS. 


Will Come Out All Right—The Suspen- 
siona Big Surprise in This its - Dis 
cussed on Change. 


Nothing could have occasioned greater sur- 
prise than the announcement that the 
Pp of the pork packing firm of Francis 
Whittaker, & Sons, at Wichita, Kan., 
had been attached tor 880.00 by 
the Laclede National Bank, and 
for 528. 000 by the Third National Bank of this 
city, and that John Whittaker: and Michael 
McEnnis, constituting the firm, had applied 
for the appointment of A receiver. The ap- 
plication was granted by the court at Wich- 
Ita and A. W. Levy. President of the Wichita 
National Bank, was appointed. There was 
-Dlank astonishment on Change to-day. For 
many Wars no firm has enjoyed 
better credit or higher reputation for finan- 
cial solidity than the oldest pork packing 
concern of the city. John Whittaker was 
considered one pf the wealthiest men in St. 
Louls, andthe product of the packing es- 
tablishments in which he was interested was 
second to hone on the market. Under these 
conditions dealers were wholly unable to 
account fof the collapse, though here and 
there a man was found, who said that he had 
Deen aware that the firm had ben doing 
little for some months past and was pressed 
formoney. The first intimation the public 
had ofthe financial embarrassment of the 
house was when it wasannounced in the 
Post-Dispatch Gast’ evening that Jonn 
Whittaker had transferred to COhas. 
D. McClure a large amount of 
property for $112,000, Which was considered 
avery small price for it. This was fol- 
lowed within twenty-four hours by the news 
that Francis Whittaker & ont had gone 
under, . 

TH AT WIC Era. 

Mr. W nittaker and Mr. MeBnmis are both at 
Wichita and there is no one in the city 
sufficiently familiar with their affairs to 
make an estimate of the firm’s Itabili- 
ties or assets. John Whittaker is 
a peculiarly self-reliant and reticent 
mau as far as his business transactions were 
concerned and took nobody into his confi- 
dence. Cashier James True of the Laclede 
National Bank said to-Gay that he was as 
ou ew surprised as anybody else at the fail-

Beld their note for $50,000,’ he said, ‘‘and it 
tell que yesterday and was not paid.

Whittaker had been more com- 
municative his friends would undoubtedly 
have seen him through. Mr. Thompson 
thought that Whittaker would be able to pay 
everything that he owed, 

It was supposed that the transfer of prop- 
erty to Mr. Mcvlure had been made to secure 
certain creditors, butthat gentieman said 
to-day that this was not so as far as he 
knew. He had bought the property because 
he wanted it and Mr. Whittaker had sold, he 
presumed, because he needed money. 

DISCUSSED ON CHANGE. 

In the pork corner’’ on Change, to-day, 
the failure was very generally discussed. The 
general impression seemed to be that it was 
a case of dry rot. The firm had been do- 
ing absolutely nothing: for many months, 
andatthe same time keeping up two ex- 

ensive establishments, one here and one at 
vichita. Why.“ said a pork dealer, 
„Francis Whittaker & Sons did not pack 
a hog for months when there was 
a profit of $1.50 aplece. Why this had been 
so he did not know. 

It is believed that the Wichita venture 
was the beginning of the end. About four 
years ano Wichita, which was then enjoying 
a boom, offered Francis Whittaker & Co. 
land and privileges, said to be worth $100,009, 
if they would locate there and put up a

ning fight with the bandits, whoon Monday 
afternoon robbed the People’s Bank of 
$12,000, Sheriff Galbratth's posse * to 
Bentonvilie. 

The pursuing party lost five horses, killed 
in the fight, and nad six others 
wounded. Mayor Patton and a farmer 
named Grimesty, who were members of the 
posse, continued the pursuit and came upon 
the dead body of one of the bandits just 
across the line in the Nation. He was about 
30 years of age and was stripped Of all marks 
of identity. The bandits are thought to be 
the remnant of the old Starr gang. United 
States Marshal Copeland, with a strong 
posse of deputies, intercepted the robbers 
after they had got io the Nation 
and an effort is being made to 
e te the entire gang: They were 
corralied ina clump of bushes at nightfal 
last night and there ts no escape for them. 

The bank, though crippled, is as sound as 
a dollar, and will make all accounts good. 
The stockholders have offered 31,000 reward 
for the capture of the robber, together with 
50 per cent of the money recovered. 

Farmer Stone, who was shot in the groin 
by the bandits at the time of the robbery, is 
still alive, but cannot recover. 

Henry Starr, who is supposed to be the lead- 
er of the robbers, is a desperate half-breed 
Cherokee only 21 years old. His exploit that 
first brought him into notice was the robbery 
of the express office at Nowata,in the Indian 
Territory, The express company sent out a 
detective named Dickey to capture him. 
Dickey secured the services of Capt. Floyd 
Wilson, an ex-deputy marshal, to go with him 
in quest ofstarr. While Dickey and Wilson 
were taking dinner at a farm house in the 
vicinity of Starr’s N —4 young man 
himself came riding by. WISO rushed out 
and mounted a horse that was standing 
hitched near by and gave chase. The pony 
Starr was riding was inferior to 
the horse upon which Wilson was 
mounted and he gained rapidly upon the 
fiesing outlaw, who stopped in the prairie 
and made a stand benim his pony. Wilson 
also dismounted and quite aparley ensued, 
Starr declaring that he would not surrender 
and Wilson commanding himtodoso, Dur- 
ing this parley on the open prairie both men 
had their Winchesters down on each other. 
At last Wilson fired at Starr andthe fight was 
on. A shell hung in WIlson's gun and he was 
at the mercy of his adversary, who was mak- 
ing every shot tell, while Wilson was en- 
deavoring to defend himself with his six- 
shooter. The result was that the brave 
officer fell dead, pierced with five Winchester

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First Republican State Convention 
After the Waterloo. 


Session Opened by Gen. Grosvenor at 
Columbus To-Day. 


HIS COMPREHENSIVE CANVASS OF THE 
PARTY’S DOWNFALL. 


Republicans Never Readjust the Organ- 
ization Upon New Lines of Battle to 
Catoh Spasmodic Breezes of Popular 
Favor~-Yet the Party Keeps Up Judi- 
tous Development—-A Long Letter 
From Senator Sherman—General Pro- 
oed inge. 

Cotunnus, O., June 7. -The star political 
convention of the year com menced here to 
day. It was held in the Grand Opera-house. 
A Dig, bDustiing, lively assemblage was 
rapped to order just before 8 p. m.—the fee 
notable State gathering of Republican dele- 
gates since the great defeat of 1892. Int 
interest was eisplayed by the delegates 
regarding every move, though mach 
of the work of the convention was 
regarded as. a foregone conclusion. The 
morning was made lively by numerous little 
fights m the preliminary district conven- 
tions, upon the outcome of which depended 
whether the friends of fightingSJoe Foraker 
should acquire greater or less control of the 
State Central Committee and other party ma- 
chinery. 

Far overshadowing the talk of factional 
advantages, however, was gossip as to the 
action of the. convention in a broad national 
sense. It was more than hinted by enthusi- 


not only be promptly made the standard 
bearer forthe Ohio State campaign but that 
it would-be done in such a manner that, 
winning the State battle from the Democ- 
racy, he would almost inevitably become the 
Republican national candidatein 1896. On 
the other hand, there were whispers that a 
majority of the delegates right in the hall 
here would prefér another leader, even inthe 
fight for the Governorship, and that 
the convention was really organ- 
izing McKinley’s defeat. Whether 
this might be done through a hostile State 
Central Committee, a blundering platform, 
or bow, was eagerly though not openly dis- 
cussed. For an Ohio Rephblican convention, 
however, the general aspect was one of un- 
usual harmony. 

The absence of both Senator Sherman and 
ex-Gov. Foraker as if by tacit agree- 
ment may have contributed to this appear- 
ance of comparative peace, but there was no 
doubt that if Fors ker was nominally retired 
from politics his friends had not; while 
John Sherman put forward a reminder of 
himitself in the shape of a notable letter 
nah was readin the convention #eggest: - 
or material fora platform. 

Upon the party principles to de enunciated 
by the convention, perhaps more than upon 
ahy other topic, was conversation among 
the delegates chiefly directed. Aside from 
the political fortunes of McKinley, the future 
of the Republican party itself was felt to be 
largely at stake and the anxiety as tothe 
outcome of the convention on this point was 
particularly apparent. 

GEN. GROSVENOR’S SPEECH. 

After prayer dy Rev. David H. Moore, 
the temporary chairman, Gen. Charles H. 
Grosvenor delivered an address which may 
prove not unlikely the keynote forthe plat- 
form. 

The indications scarcely seemed to favor a 
fight on Purcell’s part, the Fokaker element, 
upon whom he toa large extent relied, not 
caring apparently to commit themselves 
to an open show of their strength in his 
favor.

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18 SHE GUILTY 


With a Smile Lizzie Borden Faces 
Judge and Jurors. 


No Trace To-Day of the Emotion Shown 
in Court Last Evening. 


JOHN v. MORSE PLACED ON THE WIT- 
NESS STAND. 


He Is the Defendant’s Uncle and Had Left 
the House a Short Time Before the 
Commission of the Orime—Obstacles 
Which the State Will Have to Over- 
come to Oonvict the Prisoner—The 
Court- Room. 


New BEDFORD, Mass. Jane 7.—At the open- 
ing of the third day of the Borden murder 
trial this morning necks were craned as Miss 
Borden entered the room, looking as uncon- 
cerned and fresh as possible under such try- 
ing circumstances. After she took her seat 
Mr. Jennings hada five minutes conversa- 


tion with der and she appeared very much 


interested and animated, a smile breaking 
out occasionally as the talk proceeded. 
Counsel changed locations this morning 80 
that the defense could be nearer Miss Borden, 

The prisoner showed no trace of the ordeal 
through which she passed yesterday when 
she swooned away as Public Prosecutor 
Moody closed his address arraigning her as 
the author of the murders. From the mid 
die tothe end of the opening. address Miss 
Borden leaned back in her chair and never 
moved a muscle. She put her fan upto her 
face and, holding her head forward, pressed 
it close against her forehead and held it 
there. Her eyes were closed and she ap- 
peared asifasleep. Not by any motion did 
she betray that she was conscious of what 
was goingonabouther. Just as Mr. Moody 
had ceased to speak and taken one step to- 
ward his seat there wasa noise where Miss 
Borden was sitting. She had fainted. The 
Rev. Mr. Jubb hurried over to her and placed 
a bottle of smelling salts to her nostrils. 
Deputy Sheriff Kirby and another officer hur. 
ried after crdtkedice. The woman’s face 
grew white, The officers returned with ice in 
a moment, and a couple of minutes later Miss 
Borden began to recover. 

To-day Mr. Kiernan, the civil engineer who, 
on yesterday was recalied and measurements 
of the Borden prémises and surroundings oc- 
cupied the jury’s attention. Surveyors’ and 
photographers’ evidence being concluded, 
John V. Morse took the stand. 

At first the prisoner watched him carefully 
with apparent anxiety, then lookedon with 
the same indifference as heretofore. At 10:30, 
on motion of defense, all witnesses except 
reporters and those summoned for expert 
evidence, were ordered excluded from the 
room. 

THE MAIN FACTS or THE CASE. 

‘It is well in following this remarkable trial 
to keep the known facts of the case io mind. 
Mr. Borden and his wife were murdered on 
the morning of Aug. 4, 1892, in their house, 
No. 92 Second street, Fall River, The crime 
was committed, it is supposed, between 10:30 
and 11:15 0’clock. There were that morning 
in the house, which is in the heart of the 
city, five persons—Mr. Borden and his wife, 
Lizzie Borden, the servant, Bridget Sullivan, 
and John V. Morse, Ligzie’s uncle, 

Morse, who was the guestof the Bordens, 
left the house early and did not return until 
after the murders were discovered. Emma 
Borden, Lizzie’s sister, was away on a visit 
to New Bedrord. Thus it is Known that at 
the time the murder was committed there 
were four persons in the house. Lizzie 
Bordenand Bridget Sullivan are the only 
survivors, the other two having been Mr. 
Borden and his wife. 

CAN LIZZIE BE GUILTY? 

Let those persons who assume that Lizzie 
Borden is guilty consider these points: 

The heads and faces of Mr. and Mrs. Borden 
were so chopped and hacked that they were 
beaten almost out of human semblance. If 
Lizzie is guilty she must have killed her 
father within twenty minutes and then ap- 
peared before her neighbors without a spot 
of blood on her clothing and without any 
sign that she hdd hastily adjusted her dress. 
In that time also she must have concealed so 
effectively that it has never been found, the 
blood-covered weapon with which the deed 
was committed, and she also disposed of 
every scrap of ‘direct evidence that would 
connect her with the crime, 

Lizzie Borden wore a blue dress when the 
neighbors entered the house and found her 
father and her Stepmother murdered. she 
wore a blue dress about the house in the 
morning. In two rooms blood from the mur- 
dered ones had spattered and spurted over 
very saing for many feet about the dead 

6s. 

In the minds ofthe authorities there never 
was doubt that the murderer of Mr. and Mrs. 
Borden was smeared and splashed with 
blood. With the exception of a single drop of 
blood the size ofa pin head on her white un- 
derskirt nota speck of blood was found on 
the ene Lizzie wore. before or after the 
mur 

A lot of theorizing has been done to * to 
justify the suspicion that Lizzie killed 
parents. One suggestion is that she stripped 
herself, and another is that she covered her- 
self with a com rubber garment that protect- 
ed her clothin 

The time oft 10 death of Mrs. Borden can- 

not de fixed so closely as that of Mrs. 
Borden. It is the opinion of the medical ex- 
perts in Boston who examined the stomachs 
of the murdered pair that Mrs, Borden was 
killed from an hour to an hour and a half be- 
fore her husband. 

That being the case, and Lizzie being the 
murderess, she must have Killed her step- 
mother about 10o0’clock and spent the inter- 

val between that hour and the time she killed 
her father in calmly attendin 
hold duties. Bridget testified that dur- 
ing this period Lizzie chatted and joked with

The Birthp'ace of Parole, Iroquois and 
Aristides Under the Hammer. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 7.—‘‘Erdenheim’’ the 
famous stock farm near Chestnut Hi., 
estaMlished by Aristides Welch. has deen sold 
at auction by orderof the late Commodore 
Norman W. Kittson, who was the last 
owner and manager of the breeding place. 
The property was put up in four lots. The 
first was ‘‘Erdenheim’’ proper, embracing 
247 acres, and comprising the mansion, 


dwellings, barns, stables, etc., and was 
bought by James G. Weldon for $74,100. The 
second lot, the ccuntry seat and farm of 

111% acres was sold to Rötert N. Carson for 
$44,666. The latter also bought 91 acres at 
$300 per acre and a tract of 3acres for $500. 
Booth purchasers are Philadelphians. 

‘*‘Erdenheim’’ was the principal breeding 
place ofimp. Leamington, whose sons and 
nenten bred and raised by Mr. Welch, 
won nearly $450,000 and in 1875, 1879 and 1881 
stood at the head of winner-getting stali- 
ions.

For years the persons who have worked in 
the practical charities of St. Louis have. 
recognized the need of a sanitarium removed 
from the city, in some healthful locality, to 
which the sick children of the tenements— 
especially those passing through the crittcal 
first and second summer—could be sent 
during the heated term. 

Many attempts to provide this needed feat- 
ure bave been made, but without success. 
The Post-DISPATCH has undertaken the work 
rand with the assistance of its friends, the 
King’s Daughters and the Deaconesses, it 
proposes to establish and maintain such a 
sanitariumin Piasa Valley. 

The King's Daughters of Piasa Circle have 
donated a plotof ground which was given 
them for a similar use by Jacob B. Ulrich. 
They will also care for the little ones in the 
camp, while the Deaconesses will search the 
poor quarters of the city for sick children to 
send to them. 

The plan has the indorsement of all the 
ministers in the city. Many of them have 
sent letters of approval, and many have told 
their congregations the good work the chari- 
ty will accomplish, 

Rev. M. Rhodes of St. Mark’s Evangelical 
Lutheran Church in a letter says: The 
charity is a most noble one, and it will afford 
me pleasure to co-operate with you in any 
way possible. 

Rev. Bobert A. Holland, rector of St.

N THE BEDSIDE. 


Passed Away in the Arms of His 

" Daughter, a Constant Attendant Dur- 

ing the Fatal Illiness—Statement of 

- Physicians as to the Nature of His 

Malady—Quick Spreading of the Sad 

News—The Great Tragedian’s Tri- 
umphs and His Sorrows. 


New Yor, June 7.—Edwin Booth is dead. 
At 1:15 this morning the carreer of America’s 
great tragedian closed. The end was peace- 
ful, painless and without a word or look from 
the dying man to note the quick coming of 
the messenger. At midnight he fell into a 
profound slumber and from this sleep he 
never woke. He died in the arms of his lov- 
ing daughter, Mrs. Grossman, who has been 
a constant watcher at his bedside. 

Early in the evening it had been announced 
that Mr. Booth would hardly live till morn- 
ing, andacrowd of watchers gathered be- 
fore the doors ofthe Players’ Club to hear 
the latest news. Among those recognized 
was Minnie Palmer, the soubrette, and a 
party ofher friends. At midnight Mr. Booth 
sank into a most profound sleep. 

The nurse in attendance warned the family 
then that the sick man could not last much 
longer, and when Dr. Smithcame into the 
room he confirmed the attendant’s view. It 
was just 17 minutes and 30 seconds after 1 
o'clock this morning when Dr. Smith ap- 
peared at the center window of the suit 
which Mr. Booth had occupied since the 
Players’ Club was founded by him and waved 
a handkerchtef, a signal which all in the 
street instantly understood. 

THE NEWS SPREAD QUICKLY. 

Then, where ail had been comparatively 
silenta short time before, bustle ensued. 
The attaches of the club had been instructed 
beforehand what to do, and they did it. 
FP: fiends of the family of the dead actor were 
called up on the telephone and notified and 
telegrams were send to distant points. 
Within halfan hour every club in New York 
knew of the great tragedian’s death, and in 
almost the same space of time the sad news 
had reached the lobbies of the leading hotels. 

Dr. Smith made this statement: Mr. 
Booth’s death was absolutely painiess. All 
that a human being could do to relieve him 
had been done, but during the evening] we all 
recognized that he was beyond human aid. 
Early in the evening Mr. Booth's pulse was 
160 and his temperature was 105. At that 
time his extremities were cold, and it was 
then that f was satisfied that the end was 
close at hand. The attack of illness which 
was fhe immediate cause of death came on 
April 19. It was partial paralysis of the 
tongue. General paralysis slowly ensued 
and with it an acute kidney trouble. After a 
time be seemed to recover and preparations 
were being made to remove him to Narra- 
gansett Pier, when he hada relapse a week 
ago last Saturday. He rallied from this, Dut 
last Saturday he had another relapse. Itwas 
of such a serious nature that in bis weakened 
condition he could not combat it, and though 
his vitality was considered most wonderful 
he slowly succumbed to the progress of the 
djfsease.’’

Booth’s body will be buried about 5:30 
o’clock Friday afternoon in Mount Auburn 
Cemetery, near Boston. Funeral services 
willbe heldin this city at 9:30 a. m 
in the Church of the Transfigura-

Dr. St. Clair Smith, 
fereda very slight shock, simply affecting 
his power ofspeech. The doctor predicted 
that witb rest and nursing he would be able 
to go on with his engagements in a week or 
ten days. The illness was ascribed to exces. 
sive smoking. Mr, Booth smoked at least 
twenty big imported cigars daily, with pipes 
ad libitum. This was stopped. and under 
careful attention he was able to rejoin Mr. 
Barrett and his company in Cleveland on 
April 15 and resume his wort. 

COMPELLED TO RETIRE. 

Booth and Barrett played together in the 
season of 1890 until December, when Booth's 
health gave way again and he determined to 
retire. But they had a lease of the Broadway 
Theater for twelve weeks in February and 
March of 1891, and he forced himself to strug- 
gle through the engagement, rather than 
bring heavy loss on his friend and the 
theater. ; 

After this he went to Mr. Jefferson’s home 
at Buzzard’s Bay forarest. He could not be 
induced to give up the tobaccohabit. He 


— 


was strongly urged to take a sea voyage, and 


Henry Irving pressed him for a visit in 
London, but Mr. Booth declined, and in 
June, 1892, after another slight attack of 

aralysis, deeided to retire from the stage 
orever. 

He went to Lakewood that autumn, and on 
Oct. 56 had a serious fall in his room at the 
Laurel House, the result ofan attack of ver- 
tigo. His head struck against the edge of the 
marble mantelpiece, and he was not only 
stunned, but received a bad cut over the right 


eye. 
The news of the accident caused great con- 
sternation among his friends, and it was 


rumored that he was at death’s door. He 
rallied from this attack also, but with great 
dificulty, ang it was Nov. 3 before he was 
well enough fo be removed to New York. A 
great crowd watched for his coming at the 
railroad stations on both sides of the river, 
but instead of cheerifg¢here was only a hush 
of pity ae the great actor, gaunt and wan, 
and mumed to the ears, walked painfully 
along, leaning on his daughter’s arm, He 
went to his rooms in the Players Club. 


A SAD MEETING. 

The annua! celebration of Founder’s Night, 
on New Year’s Eve, 1892, was Edwin Booth’s 
last appearance that could be called strictly 
public, and was at the same time probably 
the most remarkable assemblage of its kind 
which New York has ever seen. 

The players seemed, one and all, to feel a 


presentiment that it might be the last oc- 
casion when the founder himself would be 
present to reply tothe honor they paid him. 

There were the leaders in every walk of life 
who touched the charmed circle of the 
drama, of literature and of art, 

It was a scene which might have stirred 
any heart and which appealed in a peculiar 
degree to Edwin Booth, who retained always 
a sensibility as subtly impressionable as that 
ot a child. His feelings on the occasion may 
be well inferred from a remark which he 
made on the dayin question. He had pre- 
pared a short speech to deliver, but was so 
concerned about the coming strain that 
when he attempted to write it out his 
hand trembled violently and the finished 
draft was almost illegible, even to himself. 

When someone offered to copy it forhim 
he replied: 

„1am afraid it is no use. My eyes are 
always very moist when I see them all, and 
1 do not think Icould read it even if it were 
copled. 

BOOTH’S ROOMS. 

Mr. Booth’s rooms occupied the entire 
third floor of the Players’ Club, with the ex- 
ception of the main hallway. The suite 
consists of two large rooms connected by a 
private hallway, each room having a sleep- 


ing alcove attached, tho latter being shut 
off by portieres. 

The back room, that is the one facing 
south, was frequently vccupled by Mr. Bar- 
rett during his lifetime, and even came to 
be considered his especial property, although 
no definite agreement to that effect ever ex- 
isted. Asis well known, the two men were 
firm friends, andit wasthis relation which 
impelled Mr. Booth to urge Mr. Barrett to 
make the club his headquarters during his 
Visits in New York. 

Mr. Barrett died in 1891, and from that time 
the south room has been occupied only at in- 
tervals by friends of Mr. Booth, who chanced 
to be spending a night or! r with him. 

Both rooms are Kandso y and uniquely 
furnished, dramatic portraits and relics of 
various kinds supplying, of course, à large 
part of the decoration. Mr. Booth’s books 
the curious assemblage which he has reserve 
for his own use after — his library to the 
Players’ Club, li a beautiful old inlaid book- 
case inthe south room anda overflow into the 
big drawers beneath. 

Photographs, paintings and prints cover 
the walls, and on the door hangs a quaint 
harp of five strings which tinkle musically 
when one comes or goes. 

Itisamid such surroundings that Edwin 
Booth has lived for the past four years. The 
unvarying sweetness and placidity of his dis- 
position seemed to iucrease with increasing 
years, and he endeared himself to his friends 
as itis given few men to do. 


HIS LAST NIGHT AT THE PLAY. 

The great actor’s last night at a the- 
ater was on April 8, 1893, at the 
Manhattan Opera-house, on the oc- 
casion of Alexander falvini’s appear 


ance as Don Cesar de Bazan. Mr. Booth 
went to the theater, accompanied by his 
daughter and her husband. Was led by 
them through the lobby to his box on the 
ground floor, It wasa pitiable sight to wit- 
ness the great actor almost carried along,for 
he tottered with uncertain step. It was evi- 
dent that, left alone, he would have been 
helpless. 

Few there were among the spectators of 
the painful scene who recognized him. Ihe 
face once remarkable for its delicate chisel- 
ing. was full and deathly pale, and his 
cheeks were flabby; his stare was sad to be- 
hold in its vacancy and melancholy. He did 
not seem to Know anybody, nor to be aware 
of where he was. Once seated, he rested his 
right handon a cane, while the left hand 
twitchednervonsly by his side throughout the 
whole performance, during which he spoke 
but a few words, his features remaining un- 
moved. 

LAST OF HIS LINE. 

The death of Edwin Booth removes the 
greatest tragic actor of the present genera- 
tion. He was born in 1833, on the hffstoric 
night of Nov. 13, while the air was filled with 
meteors falling from. the sky, No other 
American actor of this century has had a rise 


so rapid or a career so earty And continuously 
brilliant as that of Edwin Booth. His father, 
the renowned Junius Brutus Booth, had hal- 
lowed the family name with distinction and 
romantic interest. 

To think of Edwin Booth is to be imme- 
diately reminded of those leading events in 
his career, whiletoreview them, even in a 
cursory glance, is to perceive that, notwith- 
standing calamities and sorrows, notwith- 
standing a bitter experience of personal be- 
reavement and of the persecution of envy and 
malice, Edwin Booth has ever been a favorite 
of fortune. 

Edwin Kooth went on the stage in 1849 and 
acccom panied his father to Califormia tn 1852, 
and between 1852 and 1856 he gained his first 
brilliant success. The early part of his Call- 
fornia life Was marked by hardship and all of 
it by vicissitude, but his authentic genius 
speedily famed out, and long before he re- 
turned tothe Atlantic seaboard the news of 
his une exploits had cleared the way for bis 
ee of all hearts. He came back in 
1856-67, and from that time onward his fame 
continually increased. He early identified 
himself with two of the most fascinating 
characters in the drama—the sublime and 

athetic Hamlet and the majestic, roman- 

ic, picturesque, tender and imly hum 
— Richelieu. He first acted Hamlet in 
„ FITTED FOR HAMLET. 

From an early age Edwin Booth was asso- 
ciated with his father in all the wanderings 
and strange and often sad adventures of 
that wayward mano of genius, and no dou 
the many sorrowful experiences of his you 
deepened the gloom of his inherited temper. 
ament. Those who know him well were aware 
that he had eat tenderness of heart and 
abundant playful humor, that his mind was 
one of extraordinary loveliness and that he 


sympathized keenly and cordially ,with the 


joys and sorrows of others and yet that he 
seemed saturated 
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robe of black velvet. Ham 
let, the father said. The time was destined 
to come when Edwin Booth would be ac- 
cepted all over America as the greatest Ham- 
let of the day. , * 

In the season of 1864-68, at the Winter Gar- 
den Theater, New York, he acted the part for 
100 nights in succession, accom plisn- 
ing @ feat then unprecedented in theatrical 
annals. since then Henry Irving, in Lon- 
don, has acted Hamlet 200 conseca- 
tive times in one season; but this latter 
achievement, in the present day and in the 
Capital of the world, was less difficult than 
Edwin — exploit, performed in turba- 
lent New York in the closing months of the 
terrible civil war.

TRAIN ROBBER WILSON. 


He Is Brought Back to St. Louis for Safs- 
keeping. 

Train Robber Sam Wilson was returned to 
this city this morning and locked up in the 
jail for safekeeping. Yesterday Sheriff Wm. 
M. Levy and Detective Allender took him to 
Union, the seatof Franklin County. Upon 
arrival there Justice Jonn Miller consented to 
open the court, and before him Wilson 
waived preliminary examination and was 
held to the Grand+jury. The prisoner 18 
practically innocent of all knowledge of legal 
criminal methods, and made an appeal to the 
justice to de allowed at once to plead guilty 
and de sent to the penitentiary. 

The case will be disposed of as rapidly as 
possible.

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THE NOTE FROM SECRETARY BAYARD 
TO PRESIDENT CLEVELAND. 


A Letter From Baron Bozen to Bayard 
Ocnveyinythe Project of the Treaty— 
Much Asked For Which He Dia Not 
Receive—Fcocklss on National Eanks— 
Capital News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 7.—In addition to 
the text of the Russian treaty already pub- 
lished the PosT-DISPATCH Correspondent has 
secured several important official documents 
hitherto kept in the secret archives of the 
State Department, which shed mach light 
upon the negotions leading up to the treaty. 
In his note submitting to President Cleveland 
the present treaty, in 1889, Secretary Bayard 
remarked that it was ‘ ‘proper that reference 
should be made for the den it of the Senate to 
the history of negotiations’’ which had hith- 
ertotaken place between the United States 
and Russia for the conclusion of an extradi- 
tiomtreaty. He said: 0 

„The first step towards an extradition 
treaty between the United States and Russia 
was taken by this Government in 1873, on 
Dec. 27, in which year Mr. Fish, then Secre- 
tary of State, directed our Minister at st. 
Petersburg to make an overture to the Rus 
sian Government for the conClusion of such 
aconvention. These negotiations led to no 
substantial result, though they were carried 
on for some time. The reason for this 
failure was that the Russian Government 
desired to introduce into the treaty various 
minor offenses, which were unacceptable to 
this Government, and also a stipulation that 
each party should be entitled to demand ex 
tradition for offenses committed against its 
laws in the territory ofa third power if the 
eriminal sought refuge on the soil of the oth- 
er contracting party. 

On the 15th of September, 1886, Baron 
Rosen, the Russian Charge d' Affaires Ad In- 
terim at this capital, submitted tothe under- 
signeda project of an extradition treaty. 
This project, while conceding the point as to 
offenses committed in the territory ofa third 
power, contained an enumeration ofa great 
variety of offenses, to many of which the 
undersigted were compelled to object, and 
finally the list was reduced to the restricted 
portions found in the treaty now trans- 
mitted. This will be found to be almost iden- 
tical with that contained in the treaty with 
Japan, which was proclaimed on the 3d of 
November, 1886. 

Baron Rosen came from New York to Wash- 
ington in the summer of 1886 to act as Charge 
a’ Affaires, and while at the Imperal Lega- 
tion here he wrote to Secretary Bayard a let- 
ter conveying the ‘‘project’’ of an extradi- 
tion treaty alluded to by Mr. Bayard in his 
note to the President. Baron Rosen said: 


Mr. Secretary of State: 

The Imperial Governioent has. for several years 
past observed that cases have become mote and 
more frequent in Russiaia which criminals charged 
with crimes and grave offenses have succeeded in 
escaping from justice by fleeing to the United States. 

Taking into consideration the restrictions imposed 
Hf the Constitution of the United States upon the 
discretionary power of Federal Gevernment, which 
restrictions prevent that Governmeat from comply- 
ing with requests for extradition in such cases, when 
those requests are not based upon Nr. stipulatfons 
or special conventions, the Imperial Government is 
desirous to conclude a convention withthe United 
States for the recipr éxtradition of criminals 
like those which have alféady been concluded by the 
United States with several other countries. 

The Imperial Gevernmént has to this end author- 
ned me to enter inte negotiatiens with the Federal 
Government for the conclusion of such a conven- 


tion. 

Contiding in the spirit of equity and good will 
which has ever controlled the relations between the 
two countries, the Imperial Government indulgzes 
the hope that the overtures on this subject which it 
hes instructed me to make to the Federal Gevern- 
ment will be favorably received. 

I therefore have the honor, in pursuance of the in- 
struetions of my Government, to submit 
cellency the inclosed draft of an extradition con- 
vention between Russia and the United States. 

This draft has been prepared by direction of the 
Imperial Government, on the basis of a sim- 
ilar convention already existing between 
United States and Belgium. It differs 
from that convention in a fen points 
of detail enly, in which modifications 
were rendered necessary by the requirements of 
the criminal laweinforceinthe empire, and I ain 
able to furnish to your excellencyany explanation 
om this subject that may be necessary. 

I am likewise preparod to submit my Govern- 
ment any suggestions that your ®xcellency may 
think proper to make with a viewto reaching an un- 
derstanding that may be equally satisfactory to both 
parties. ROSEN.

AFTER THE SCALPERS. 


Pian te Control Routing ef Western Im- 
migrant Travel. 

NEW YORK, June 7,—The trans-Atlantic 
steamship companies have set on foot a plan 
to control the routing of all immigrant 
travel west of Chicago and St. Louls, with 
the ultimate object, some believe, of trying 
to do the same thing between this city and 
Chicago. The proposed agreement drawn up 
by the continental conference of steamship 
lines, which now regulates the rate between 
the European continent and this country, 
provides for a joint agent and the establish- 
ment of a joint clearing- house in this city for 
the rating of all west- bound railroad traffic. 
The idea is to co-operate for the present with 
the immigrant clearing- house of the Trunk 
Line Association. The lines bind themselves 
to disqualify all sub-agents who will not 
agree to draw their orders for rail transpor- 
tation to final destination in connectio:Wwith 
prepaid ocean tickets onthe steamship line 
by which the passenger is booked. 

It is expected that this agreement will stop 
the demoralization of business now caused 
by scalpers. Inu order to make the agree 
ment effective the steamship companies in 
Europe will decline ocean transportation to 
west-bound passengers, prepaid or cash, for 
interior points in America unless the passea- 
ger holds orders for rail transportation to 
final destination properly issued on the 
steamship lines by which ocean transporta- 
tion was furnished. 

The chief companies belonging tothe con- 
tinental conference are the North German 
Llyod, Hamburg-American, Red Star and 
Rotterdam lines. Efforts are being made to 

the immigrant clear- 
scheme all of the 
lines that are engaged in 
the immigrant carrying trade. A committee 
had conferred with the general passenger 
agents of the Western roads and had offered 
to divide the third-class travel, among them 
In any proportion that they might suggest, 
so longas they agree to renounce scalpers 
and pay a satisfactory commission, or, as the 
agreement puts it, grant them proper pro- 
tection.’’ Most of the Western roads are in 
favor of the plan, but they do not yet see the 
way clear to compel one of the companies to 
abrogate its contracts with a prominent im- 
migration agent whom it guarantees a big 
percentage on every passenger that he sends 
over that road,

THE SOUTHERN FLOODS. 


The Situation in Northern Louisiana Very 


Gloomy. 

New ORLEASS, La., June 7.—Assistant State 
Engineer Thompson, who has been on a tour 
of the flooded districts, said to-day: 

»The situation in North Louisiana is very 
gloomy indeed, and the people are losing 
hope owing tothe continuance of rains and 
storms and the prospects of a long season of 
overfiow. It is now not so much a matter of 
inches as it isa matter ot days. Up to last 
Sunday it was thought that the planters 
would be able to plant by the 10th of June, 
but all hope in that direction is now van- 
ished. The only question is whether it will 
be feasible to plant after that date, and 
there are a great many who do not believe 
thatitis. I measured the crevasse on Sun- 
day and it was 8,697 feet wide. Up to yester- 
day it had caved 4 feet more. If there are 
no further storms and the work is not inter- 
rupted I believe that those at the crevasse 
will have succeeded in securing the upper 
end of the break before it has caved an- 
other 100 feet. The lowerendis caving at 
the rate of about 200 feet a day, and steps are 
to be taken to mattress it. The heavy rains 
in the past two days are doing the levees no 

„ and while there are no reports received 

y Signal Officer Kirkam indicating serious 
jumps in the rivers in this section, the storm 
can have no other effect than that of seri- 
ously damaging the levees and increasing 
the liklihood of breaks.
